NEW YEAR'S EVE 
“DRY” IN STATE 


LARGER CITIES REPORT FEWEST 
LAW VIOLATIONS EVER 
RECORDED. 


MANY VIOLENT DEATHS IN 1922 


Year Just Closed Marked By Large 
Number of Accidental Killings 
in State’s Metropolis. ; 


Lansing—The “arm of the law," 
novering over the Up-State sections 
of Michigan, resulted in a “safe aud 
sane” ushering in of the New Year of 
1923. 

Reports from Grand Rapids, Flint, 
Eay City, Saginaw, Jackson and other 
centers were that, outside of the usual 
round of festivities such as dances, 
house watch parties and roadhouse 
parties, nothing happened that could 
be construed as utler disregard of 
official warnings, except Bay Clty and 
Flint. Raids were made on three 
homes in Bay City and liquor con- 
fiscated and eight were arrested in 
Flint. 

The calmest, quietest introduction 
a new year has ever seen was made 
in Detroit. The fear of Mr. Volstead 
became very reat early Iu the evening 
and the loudly voiced deflances that: 
permeated tse down-town atmosphere 
up to Sunday night were conspicuous 
by their absence as the mystic hour 
of midnight drew near, 

The threats of the police depart. 
ment, sheriff's offfce and Federal pro- 
hibition agents to have men in every 
down-town and county cafe, road 
house and hotel, were not idle. Not 
only were the men present, but they 
stuck—and their presence was not 
“unknown, 

Many Violent Deaths In 1922, 

Detroit—Violent deaths to the num- 
ner of §57 were recorded in Detroit 
and {ts environs in 1922, an increase 
over 1921 when the list totaled 
797. The list in 1920 numbered 927, 
the highest in the history of Wayne 
county. 

Drunks who appgared in recorder's 
court during 1922 exceeded the num- 
ber during 1921 by an average of sev- 
en a day. "i 

Charles W, Casgrain, clerk of re- 
corder's court, has made figures for 
the year public, showing that a total 
of 3,730 men and women appeared in 
that court during 1922 on charges of 
being drunk. This total is against 
7,172 during 1921. 


CROWELL IN FEDERAL TOILS 


Former Assistant Secretary of War 
Accused of War Time Graft. 


Washington—The indictment by 
Federal grand jury of Benedict Cro- 
well, former assistant secretary of 
war, and other former war-time goy- 
ernment officials in connection with 
cantonment construction, will be fol- 
lowed by prompt court action, {t was 
stated by government officials. 

The action of the Federal grand 
jury in indicting Crowell and his six 
fellow “conspirators,” charging them 
with having “unlawfully and feloni- 
ously conspired to defraud the United 
States," was the result of more than 
18 months of work by the Depart- 
ment of Justice in accumulating evi- 
dence calculated to prove that gross 
frauds had been perpetrated against 
the government during the great war 
emergency. 

In addition to Crowell, who was 
president of the Crowell-Lundoff-Little , 
company, and assistant secretary of 
war from November 11, 1917, until 
after the armistice, November 11, 
1918, in which capacity he was a 
number of times acting secretary of 
war, the other men indicted were:

Momentous events aud developments 
marked the year 1922, beth at heme 
and abroad. In America these includ- 
ed the great strikes.of cou! miners and 
railroad shopmen; the passuge by con- 
gress of a new tarlff bil, and the gen- 
eral defest of the Republican party in 
the November elections. Among the 
most noteworthy events elsewhere 
were the establishment of the Irish 
Free, State; the etection of a ew 
pope; the rout of the Greeks {n Asia 
Minor and the regeneration of the 
Turkish state, followed by the Near 
East peace conference at Lausanne ; 
the downfall of Prime Minister Lloyd 
George, and the triumph of the Fas- 
elsti In Italy. 

Although the people of the United 
States enjoyed a fair amount of pros: 
perity throughout the year, they were 
discontented and dissatisfied, and 
showed It when they went to the polls 
in November. Seemingly they did not 
like thé new tariff law, and the big 
strikes and the matter of prolibition 
enforcement aiso had their effect then. 
Economic and financial conditions in 
the European countries 
showed little or no Improvement, due 
in part to the continued state of un- 
settlement concerning the German rep- 
arations and to the renewed turmell tn 
the Nenr East: Other countries, peta- 
bly Ttaly and Czechostovaktia, moved 
definitely toward stahillzation and 
prosperity. Communism and socialism 
suffered a tremendous setback in Italy 
when the Fascisti rebelled against 
those doctrines and took over the con- 
trol of the government. 

As in 192], December was marked 
by an international. conference in 
Washington, for President Harding 
had invited the Central American re- 
publicr to send delegates there to dis- 
cuss limitation of armaments and 
other questions. They met on Decem- 
ber 4. 


INTERNATIONAL AFFAIRS 


January found the great powers still 
engaged in formulating treaties and 
agreements in the Washington confer- 
ence on atmaments and Pacific ocean 
problems, and on February 13 the dele- 
gates, In plenary session, adopted the 
five-power naval limitation treaty with 
an agreement on Pacific fortifications; 
passed resolutions declaring the open 
door in, China, and approved a treaty 
for the restriction of the use of polson 
gas and submarines In warfare. At 
the same time, Mr. Balfour announced 
that Great Britain would restore Wel- 
Hal-Wel to China. Three days later 
the conference approved a number of 
treaties designed to restore to Ching 
rome of her Jost iiberties and passed 
a resolution for the creation of an in- 
ternational commission {to revise the 
roles of warfare. On February 4 the 
delegates signed all the treaties and 
the conference adjourned sine dle, and 
In four days President Harding sub- 
mitted the treaties to the senate. 

Ry the end of March the sennte had 
ratified all these treaties, as well as 
one with Japan, by which the trou- 
birsome question of American rights 
on the island of Yap was xettled. Great 
Britrin and Japan also, in the course 
of time, ratified the conference pacts, 
and, like the United States, tool: steps 
toward putting Into effect the terms 
of the treaty on naval limitation, But 
France, more futerested [n her awn 
troubles connected with the German 
reparations and with the developments 
in the Nenr Rast, delayed action, and 
her example was followed hy several 
smaller nations, Thur the full effect 
of some of the treaties was lost for the 
time being.

With Michael Collins as {ts head. 
the previsfanal government of the Irish 
Free State was established tn.

Pope Benedict XV died on January 
22, and on February 2 the Sacred Col- 
lege met Jn Rome to choose his succes- 
sor, Four days later Cardinal Achille 
Ratth archbishop of Milan, was elect- 
ed, and oon February 12 he wus 
erowned pope as Pius XI, 

To the account of affairs In Turkey 
related ahove Is to be added the down- 
fall of the sultan. Considered by the 
Angora government to be a tool of the 
British, and consequently a traitor, he 
was deposed on November t. The sev- 
ereignty of the nutiou was declared to 
be in the hands of the people and the 
name changed from Ottoman empire to 
State of Turkey.

On October 6 Attorney General Daugh- 
erty ruled liquor off a') American ships 
throughout the world and declared for- 
elgn ships could not enter American 
ports if they carried Hquor, sealed or 
unsealed. Great commotion ensued, 
but the ruling was upheld by Federal 
Judge Hand in New York. The cases 
initiated in behalf of various steam- 
ship companies were carried to higher 
courts, and enforcement of the ruling 
against foreign vessels was temporarily 
held up. , 

Attorney General Daugherty was the 
object of continua) attacks. throngh- 
out the year, hts opponents charging 
him With undue delay in prosecuting 
war profiteers, appolntment of men 
whom ha knew to be unfit, favoritism, 
and general subservience to Wall 
Street. From. time to time’ he defended 
himself vigorously, but certain groups 
In congress urged his Impeachment.

LABOR AND INDUSTRIAL 


Bulktag large in the affairs of Amer- 
fea were the two big strikes, of the 
railway shopmen and the coal minérs, 
In effect at the same time, they sert- 
ously threatened the national well- 
being by disrupting traffic and causing 
a country-wide shortage of fuel. 

Unable to reach an agreement with 
the mine operators on the wage scale, 
the mipers, both anthracite and bitu- 
minous, went op strike April 1. In 
June and July President Harding con- 
ferred with representatives of both 
sides, and proposed that the men re- 
turn to work at the old wages and that 
the new scale be arbitrated. His plac 
being rejected; he told the operators 
to reopen thelr mines under protection 
of federal troops and the flag. In only 
a few cases was this done. There 


did start legal proceedings agalnst a 
number of alleged war profiteers.

adopted a plan for the supervision of 
production and distribution of coal on 
July 24. Operators and miners of the 
bituminous fields met at Cincinnati and 
on August 15 signed an agreement 
ending the strike, the men winning vir- 
tually all their demands. A similar 
settlement of the anthracite strike was 
made on September 2, It was admit- 
ted that the root of the trouble had not 
been reached and that another strike 
in the spring of 1923 wags almost a cer- 
tuinty. Since there was still a great 
shortage of cout, Conrad E, Spens was 
anpainted federal fuel director on Sep- 
tember 22, ~ 

The railway atrike followed an order 
of the federal ratiway labor board, !s- 
sued June 6, reducing the wages of the 
shopmen abcut $60,000,000 8 year. 
Other rail. employees had their pay cut 
proportionately, but the shopmen were 
chosen to make the fight. They quit 
work on July J, and two days later 
were “outlawed” by the board, On 
j July 14 they were reinforced hy the 
stullunary engineers, firemen and oll- 
ers, From the beginning the adminis- 
tration strove to bring about a settie- 
ment, but both sides were stubborn, 
the restoration of seniority rights be 
ing the main stumbling block. Prest- 
dent Harding warned the strikers 
againrt Interference with malls or in- 
terstnte transportation, and the agen- 
cles of the government were active in 
enforcing bis orders, Finding they 
could nat tle up traffic, the strikers to 
innoy regions resorted to extreme vio- | 
lence, aud even to murder, In the Far 
West some of the Brotherhood of 
‘lraininen inembers co-operated with 


them until called off by their chiefs 
Severnl truins Jonded with passengers 
were abandoned in the deserts, Final- 
ly the guvernment struck a vital blow 
at the strike, Altorney General Daugh- 
erty. on September 1, obtained from 
Judge Wilkerson ti Chicago a sweep- 
ing order restraining the shop crafts 
from interfering in any way with the 
operation of the railways, Two weeks 
l4ater the strike was broken when 
mians railronds negotlated separate 
ngreements witht the shopmen.

STATE BUDGET IS LOWERED 


Action On Requests for Bulldings 
Howéver is Left to Legisjaturé. 


Lansing, Mich.—A tentativa budget, 
approved by Governor Groesbeck and 
the state administrative board, calls 
for appropriations from state tax 
funds of $33,463,067, for the biennial 
period, beginning July 1, 1923. While 
the figures represent a decrease of 
approximately $5,060,000, from the 
levy of approximately $38,000,000, for 
the current biennial period, they do 
hot include large items for various in- 
stitutions and departments, submitted 
to the legislature without recommen- 
dation by the administrative board. 

The tentative budget recommends 
appropriations totalling $16,691,126 for 
the fiscal year 1923-24, and 4%16,761,- 
941 for 1924-25, 

More than $16,000,000 has been 
asked by the state inatitutions for 
building purposes. This included $7,- 
277,000 for the University of Michi- 
gan. These items among others are 
left to the legislature for action. 


LOWER RAIL RATE ON POTATOES 


Decision By 1}. C. C. Glvee Michigan 
Growers Reduction. 


Washington—The Interstate Com- 
merce commission has upheld the 
complaint of Michigan potato grow- 
ers through a decision handed down 
in which the Akron, Canton & Youngs- 
town Railway Co., et al., were ordered 
to suspend the existing high freight 
rates on potatoes in carloads from 
points in the lower peninsula of Mich- 
igan to destinations eaat of the IMi- 
nols-Indiana state line. The commis- 
sion ordered the raliroads to return 
to the old rate.

TO TRAP SUSPECTS IN 
DIFFICULT CASES. 


KILLER OF GIRL CONFESSES 


‘Budden Question to Woman Who 
-  Po'soned.Husband and Father- 
In-Law Causes Her to Admit 
Facts of Crime. 


Sergt. George Karkeet and Trooper 
Ernest G. Ramsay of the Michigan 
State Police were {nstrumenta! In solv- 
ing a murder mystery in Ontonagon. 
Mich., which had been puzzling the 
local authorities for eight months. It 
taok the two members of the Michigan 
State Police just 24 hours to pick up 
a clue, run it down, take their inan 
and get a confession from him. 

Early last spring Frances Pannion, 
a 16-year-old girl, left her home ofe 
moruing to gu to school and was never 
seen again alive by any of her rela- 
tives or friends. She had to walk 
three miles to where she could catch 
a bus for the nearest school. Some- 
where on the way she disappeared. & 
few days later her body was discover- 
ed in a deserted shanty near an old 
jron mine. An autopsy revealed th3 
fcat that she had been poisoned, but 
there was uo clue to show how or by 
whom. 

When Sergeant Karkeet, Sergeant 
Palmer and Trooper Ramsay had such 
a great measure of success in unravel- 
ling the Hodell murder mystery at 
White Cloud, the Ontonagon authori- 
ties appealed to the State Police to 
see what could be done with the mys- 
tery of the Punnion girl’s death, and 
Sergeant Karkeet and Trooper Ram- 
Say were sent there. 


Suspect Lecated. 


In going over the ground and look- 
ing up the various people living along 
the route the slain girl had to travel, 
Sergeant Karkeet’s suspicion was cen- 
tered on Joseph Stimach, 55 years old, 
a foreigner and a bachelor, who Hved 
in a hut near where the girl’s body 
was found. 

During the investigations conducted 
by the local authorities Stimach had 
been questioned, but he always pro- 
fessed to be unable to understand or 
speak Engish, and the officers coulda 
not get anywhere by the use of an in 
terpreter, They had given the man up 
as knowing uothing of the crime, but 
-that did mot satisfy the troopers, BO 
Stimach was brought in again, while 
Sergeant Karkeet tried a little ew 
egy. 

“Got a.match, Joo,” the sergean: 
asked, with a pleasant amile, rolling a 
cigarette in his fingers as he greeted 
the suspected man. 


Falls tnto Trap. 


The man who did not understand or 
‘speak English returned, the pleasant 
1 smile and produced the match, 

“Have a cigarette,” Sergeant Kar- 
keet invited, exteuding his cigarette 
case. i 

“Guess I will," was the reply in per- 
tectly good English. 

Then the real examination of the 
suspect began. On previous questioyis 
he had understood every word said to 
the interpreter and had had time to 
frame a suitable answer while hiding 
behind his professed inability to talk 
or understand English. With tha’ Je 
fense stripped from fim the ex«ta h.. 
tlon took a different fourm audi. . 
not very long before he was su tnuy- 
led up in bis stories that a fui con. 
fessbon was forth:oming of how iv 
had attacked the school girl and thee 
forced poison on her to try to conceal 
hig crime in the greater one of mur 
der. 

Tricking a suspect into telling the 
truth was a device used by Sergeants 
Karkeet and Palmer and ‘Trooper 
Ramsay in the White Cloud case 
which terminated so successfully in 
the arrest and confession of Mrs. 
Hodell, who killed her husband with 
a rolling-pin, and her mother, who 
helped in the murder, her two brothers 
and a hired man, who helped to cou- 

ceal the crime. 


Woman Confesses. 


In the White Cloud case the sus- 
| pected persons were’ confined separ- 
| ately. The woman whose husband 
was the victim was taken through the 
scene of the crime late at night and 


brothers were told, separately, of Mrs. 
Hodell’s confession. While one of 
them was being questioned he asked 
the officers: 

“Did she tell about the old man. 
too?’s 

This was the first suggestion the 
State Police officers had had of an- 
} other munder. Inquiry revealed the 
fact that Hodell’s father had died sud. 
dently several months before the 
‘younger man was beaten to death with 
a rolling-pin, ‘

THOUSANDS VISIT NATIONAL FORESTS IN 
10SCO COUNTY

East Tawas—-A total of 17,844 tourists visited 
the Michigan National Forest in Ioseo county dur- 
ing the season of 1922. This estimate was obtain- 
ed from the tourist register boxes located on the 
main traveled routes of the forest, and from ac- 
tual checks made by forest officers throughout the 
tourist season. Investigation has determined that 
two dgys is the average time spent on the forest 
by each tourist, thus making a total of 35,688 rec- 
reational one-man days sport on the forest in Losco 
county during the summer season in 1922. The 
tourist registers further indicates that the people 
visit the forest from almost every state in the 
Union. The majority, however, come from south- 
ern Michigan, Ohio and Indiana, 7,000 automobiles 
were used in carrying this numbe® of people on 
their vacations. Placing the . money spent per 
tourist at the very conservative figure of $4.00 per 
day makes a total of $35,680 spent in Tosco coun- 
ty by people taking advantage of the many: good 
things the county has to offer to those seeking 
healthful recreation. 

The East Tawas board of commerce are adver- 
tising the Michigan National Forest as one of the 
main attractions of the county, which has resulted 
in more people visiting the forest in Iosco county 
than ever before. 

The United States forest service has construct- 
ed cement fireplaces at many of the most popular 
camp sites, and has placed numerous signs at all 
road intersections to guide the tourist through the 
ferest. The forest service plans in the near future 
to construct more fireplaces, toilets, rest houses 
and other camp conveniences which are urgently 
needed to adequately handle the increasing number 
of tourists that visit the forest annually.

: HEN the judges at the Duluth Internation- 
al Potato Show looked at the sample of 
potatoes submitted by Mr. Ernest Petti- 

for of Otsego County and declared it the champion 

over all other samples submitted from all parts of 
the world, the eyes of the potato world were all 
turned toward Otsego county and Northeastern 

Michigan. The-old query, “Can any good come 

from Nazareth” was at once applied and, to those 

who sought the answer, there was unfolded a story 
as inspirational as any of Horatio Alger’s stories, 

‘Bound to Rise,” “From Pauper to King,” “From 

Private to General,” Ete. My : 

Many folks in this state and other states have 
been inclined to belittle the agricultural achieve- 
ments and possibilities of Northeastern Michigan 
and have, consequently, disregarded many of the 
facts in the case. Now, when this section of the 
State twice in succession carries off first honors at 
the International Potato Show, with second honors 
for 1922 included, they are beginning to realize 
that we are indeed producing quality that cannot 
be excelled. This year Brudy Bros. of Cheboygan 
county carried off second prize, while the Wolver- 
ine Co-Operative Association of the same eounty 
won first prize last year. To win these honors in 
the face of stern competition from all parts of the 
world is indeed an achievement of which we may 
all be proud and it proves that we may safely go 
to Northeastern Michigan for potatoes of quality. 
Cheboygan county also won third and fifth besides 
second prize. 

But not only dv we find quality there but we 
also find_quantity production. This is especially 
true of Otsego county which has averaged over 
300,000 bushes of potatoes annually for the past 
three years. Only a few years ago, it was passed 
unnoticed by those seeking the important potato 
producing sections, and today its potatoes do not 
only take first prize at the International Show but 
only a few counties produce more of them in 
Michigan. So rapidly has the production increased 
that Gaylord shipped more carloads of potatoes 
last year than any other point in Michigan. Green- 
ville, up to last year, the acknowledged leading 
shipping point for spuds, trailed behind with 396 
carloads, while Gaylord sent out 410 cars, ‘The 
acreage and yield per acre have both increased this 
year and Gaylord bids fair to hold the supremacy 
if the lower prices do not prevent the shipment of 
the crop. 

The development of the certified seed potato 
production has been still more phenomenal. In 
1919, no potatves of this kind were produced in 
Otsego county. In 1920, through the efforts of 
the County Agent, Mr. A. C. Lytle, 1,200 bushels 
were produced and sold at such a premium that in 
1921 the output was raised to 4,000 bushels. These 
were sold at a net average price of 70 cents above 
the price received for common stock, thus result- 
ing ina direct gain in wealth of $2,800. This year 
the production of certified seed potatoes — will 
amount to at least 20,000 bushels. Combining this 
large amount of seed with the quality, and free- 
dom from disease for which Otsego eounty’s pota- 
tocs are famous, the buyers do not hesitate to pay 
a fancy price for them, thus bringing additional 
wealth to the farmers. 

Back of all such achievements and develop- 
ments we usually find some active personalities 
who have willed them thus, and that is true in 
Otsego county. No one has worked harder to in- 
crease the quality and quantity of the potatoes in 
Otsego county than Ceunty Agent Lytle, both as 
to the certified and the common stock, and no one 
deserves as much eredit as he does,” unless it be 
those farmers who have co-operated with him to 
mahe their eounty the leader. No one can esti- 
mate the wealth which he has brought to this 
county through his tireless efforts to develop — it 
agriculturally, With the great vision before him, 


_ho task is teo hard or too long, if only it brings 


him nearer his goal—Otsego county, the leader in 
Nerthern Michigan and its farmers prosnerous. 

In all this, Mr. Lytle has had the co-operation 
of many splendid farmers and the support of all. 
Among the leaders was Mr. Ernest Pettifor, whose 
potatoes won first prize at Duluth this year. He is 
a real “dirt” farmer who has hewed his farm out 
of the woods and is still making mother earth 
yield him enough to provide for the family and 
leave a little for savings. The writer has visited 
the Pettifor farm and it reminded him of a little 
kingdom. Two hundred acres of land rolling off 
in every direction from the ,house—a farm includ- 
ing a lake, woods, sugar bush, acres of alfalfa, long 
rows of corn, several patches of potatoes, pastures

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AGRICULTURAL DEVELOPMENT OF NORTH- 
EASTERN MICHIGAN FROM A TRANS- 
PORTATION VIEWPOINT 


By G. L. Wakeman, Traffic Mgr., D & M Railroad 


There should be no question about the develop- 
nient of Northeastern Michigan, agriculturally, par- 
ticularly if one takes the time to travel over the 
district and make comparisons with the general 
conditions of a few years ago. To pick out any 
particular years and make comparison based on the 
traffic carried by rail would not tell the story, any 
year’s business of a stated commodity might be 
taken for comparison and show an_ exceptional 
heavy movement for that commodity and year, while 
owing to crop conditions, markets being distant or 
closely related to point of production, supply and 
demand. and many other features entering into the 


- compilation. 


A study of reports of tonnage handled for a 
period of years however shows a large general in- 
crease in farm product movement. A conservative 
estimate would be to place such increase at one 
hundred per cent. over ten years ago, three hun- 
dred per cent over twenty years ago and some fif- 
teen hundred per cent over the year 187}, the first 
figures available for the Detroit & Mackinac Rail- 
way. 

They say that figures wil} not lie, but—. How- 
ever that may be from five to seven hundred cars 
of hay are shipped from points on the Detroit & 
Mackinae annually; about the same number of cars 
of potatoes; upwards of a thousand cars of sugar 
beets; and about seven hundred ears of livestock. 
In addition to these several hundred cars of grain, 
fruit, beans, ete., which are placed in our records 
ag “other agricultural products” and are not easily 
identified. ; 

The interest displayed by the farmer in this 
section in connection with the activities of the 
Agricultural College in bringing to the people such 
educational plans as the Land Clearing Short Course 
and the Better Sire Special trains serves to show 
that our citizens are awake to the possibilities of 
this territory. 

The activities of the Development Bureau 
should not go unnoticed in any study of what has 
been accomplished and I think we can easily see 
the results of organization in the class of traffic 
we are handling. Northeastern Michigan might 
well be the leader in the country’s markets with 
such commedities as apples, potatoes, beans and 
livestock. Why couldn't Northeastern Michigan 
cheese be a household word in America?

TOURIST DEVELOPMENT IN NORTHEASTERN 
MICHIGAN

2 It is a_well known fact that the annual teurist 
income in Michigan is well over $75,000,000, some 
place it is $126,000,006 and Northeastern Michigan 
must make an immediate bid for its just share of 
this income. No crop known can be developed to 
better or greater advantage. It can be grown 
with the least effort and with no capital invest- 
ment; unlike agricultural crops, it cannot be de- 
stroyed by heat or cold, flood or drought. All that 
is needed is cultivation sown through the medium 
of clean, honest publicity backed up by fairness, 
courtesy and the hospitality of local communities. 
No larting results can be expected through mis- 
representation of our actual advantages. We ex- 
pect compensation but must offer a fair bargain. 
A satisfied tourist is the best and cheapest ad- 
vertisement we can find for use in this campaign. 
A_ dissatisfied visitor may easily undo all of our 
efforts to encourage the growth of this business 
or crop. The merchants’ goods, the garage mens’ 
accessories and the inn-keepers’ meals have no in- 
creased values over those effecting local trade un- 
less the service rendered is unusual or increased in 
value and amount. We must welcome this influx 
of new trade instead of discouraging it. A reflec- 
tion on the business integrity of one community 
reflects on the reputation of the entire district. 
You cannot rob the fertility of the tourist soil and 
expect to continue to reap abundant crops of tour- 
ist business. We must fertilize this crop with hos- 
pitality and courtesy in order to obtain the maxi- 
mum of benefit. It is surprising how much may 
be obtained through the tittle personal touch that 
can be injected into this business by local com- 
munities. Assist and he crurteous; be a volunteer 
of service rather than a grauch; be a doer rather 
than a dreamer; be fair, honest and interested; let 
these people feel that you are interested in their 
coming. Remember that your obligation does not 
stop upon their arrival. The victory is only half 
won at this stage. Don't allow any person to re- 
main a stranger in your midst. Provide | some 
means of local entertainment if possible. Watch 
for any indications of unsanitary conditions and 
remedy same without delay. Make them feel safer 
than they would be at home. And when they leave 
give them a farewell as pleasant as your weleome 
or more so. 

In order that the doubt might be dispelled from 
some minds as to whether these conditions are real 
or imaginary it might be well to look around us 
and take an inventory of what we have to start 
with in the nature of the increase of tourist traf- 
fic and in the accommodations which have been 
provided. 

Northeastern Michigan is well along on its 


schedule of providing a fine system of state parks. . 


Too little praise is centered on those interested in 
Northeastern Michigan’s behalf in this splendid 
werk. Our section is fortunate enough to contain 
a large percentage of the parks established in the 
state today and the demands of those men who are 
interested in this work. for physical and materia} 
assistance, should be met and granted without 
hesitation. When a request for publicity funds is 
made get behind them and convince your Joca) au- 
thorities that any money spent on such develop- 
ment is well spent and will return ten fold in in- 
come to the community. This is one way to be of 
assistance. Our parks are exceptionally well locat. 
ed and adequate to meet those needs desired by 
tourists. 

Real estate values are continually increasing 
in the lake regions and hundreds of cottages are 
being built annually.

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pena required from ten to thirteen hours of time 
and resulted in a loss of considerable avoirdupois 
besides being a severe test of any man’s earlier 
spiritual training. Today the trip can be made 
with ease and comfort in five hours. Detroit is 
now only an easy day’s trip from any part of 
Northern Michigan. Instead of staying at home 
for twelve months in the year people have learned 
to travel and this gives them the pleasures so long 
denied to them. A few of the more fortunate 
counties of the district had made an early start on 
loeal improvements within the county and these 
eases had greatly improved the roads inside their 
own counties. Intercounty or interstate traffic. 
however, was next to impossible. Now, however, 
county lines are rapidly becoming obliterated and 
nearly aj) parts of the district are accessable on 
good roads. As an indication of what this means 
to the transportation on highways it is only neces- 
sary to consult traffic reports during the past: few 
years. In Alpena County north bound traffic has 
increased from 78 vehicles in 1918 to approximately 
600 vehicles in 1922; Ogemaw county is showing 
an increase to over 400 vehicles a day; Arenac 
county is recording a daily traffic of from 300 to 
700 vehicles; Presque Isle county has doubled its 
traffic count to 350 vehicles. 

Many other instances might be cited to show. 
that we have a new cendition that must be reckon- 
ed with. Nothing must he allowed to interfere 
with the continued growth of this traffic as the 
gain from inereased revenue is greater by many 
times than the increased costs necessary in con- 
struction and maintenance to provide for this in- 
flux of outsiders. It.will be to everyone’s advant- 
age to get behind every kind of publicity or educa- 
tional campaign in order to hasten the day when 
outside wealth will make bigger and greater ac- 
complishments possible in Northeastern Michigan,
